gar  of  wine,  or  vinegar  i)f  strong  drink,  neither 
shall  he  drink  any  liquor  of  grapes,  nor  eat  moist 
grapes,  or  dried. 

Prov.  31.  4-6.  It  is  not  for  kings,  ()  Lemuel, 
it  &  not  for  kings  to  drink  wine;  nor  for  princes 
strong  drink: 

Lest  they  drink,  and  forget  the  law,  and  per- 
vert the  judgement  of  any  of  the  afflicted. 

Give  strong  drink  unto  him  that  is  ready  to 
perish,  and  wine  unto  those  that  be  of  heavy 
hearts. 

Is.  28:  7.  But  they  also  have  erred  through 
wine,  and  through  strong  drink  are  out  of  the 
way;  the  priest  and  the  prophet  have  erred 
through  strong  drink,  they  tire  swallowed  up  of 
wine,  they  are  out  of  the  way  through  strong 
drink;  they  err  in  vision,  they  stumble  in  judge- 
ment. 

I>.  5:  22  Woe  unto  them  thai  are  mighty  to 
drink  wine,  and  men  of  strength  to  mingle  strong- 
drink. 

Jer.  35:  G.  But  they  said,  we  will  drink  no 
wine:  for  Jonahab  the  son  of  Reehab  our  father 
commanded  us,  saying,  ye  shall  drink  no  wine, 
neither  ye,  nor  your  sons  for  ever: 

Jer.  35:  14.  The  words  of  Jonahab  the  son  of 
Reehab,  that  he  commanded  his  soii>  not  to  drink 
wine,  are  performed;  for  unto  this  day  they 
drink    none,  but  obey  their  father's  command- 
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ment;  notwithstanding  I  have  spoken  unto  you, 
rising  early  and  speaking;  but  ye  hearkened  not 
unto  me. 

Eph.  5:  18.  And  be  not  drunk  with  wine, 
wherein  is  excess;  but  be  tilled  with  the  Spirit; 

1  Tim,  3:  2-3  A  bishop  then  must  be  blame- 
less, the  husband  of  one  wife,  vigilant,  sober,  of 
good  behaviour,  given  to  hospitality,  apt  to  teach; 

Not  given  to  wine,  no  striker,  not  greedy  of 
filthy  lucre;  but  patient,  not  a  brawler,  not  cove 
tons : 

1  Tim.  3:  8  Likewise  mmt  the  deacons  be 
grave,  not  doubletongued,  not  given  to  much 
wine,  not  greedy  of  filthy  lucre; 

Pro.  20:  1  Wine  is  a  mocker,  strong  drink  is 
raging;  and  whosoever  is  deceived  thereby  is  not 
wise. 

Pro.  21:  17.  He  that  loveth  pleasure  shall  be 
a  poor  mnn:  he  that  loveth  wine  and  oil  shall  not 
be  rich 

Pro.  23:  29  30.     Who  hath  woe?  who  hath  sor- 
row? who  hath  contentions?  who  hath  babbling? 
who  hath  wounds  without  cause?  who  hath  red 
ness  of  ey^s? 

They  that  tarry  long  at  the  wine;  they  that  go 
to  seek  mixed  wine. 

Pro.  23:  31-32.     Look  not  thou  upon  the  wine 
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when  it  is  red,  when  it  giveth  his  colour  in  the 
cup,  when  it  moveth  itself  aright. 

At  last  it  biteth  like  a  serpent,  and  stingeth 
like  an  adder. 

Isa.  5:  11.  Woe  unto  them  that  rise  up  early 
in  the  morning,  that  they  may  follow  strong 
drink;  that  continue  until  night,  till  wine  inflame 
them. 

Pro.  23:20-21.  Be  not  among  winebibbers; 
among  riotous  eaters  of  flesh. 

For  the  drunkard  and  the  glutton  shall  come 
to  poverty;  and  drowsiness  shall  cloth  a  man 
with  rags.
